More jobs cut in Halifax, 
programs getting the axe

A dozen job losses at CBC 
Halifax, while four locally 
produced programs are get¬ 
ting the plug pulled out from 
them. 

All of this news came 
down Tuesday as more de¬ 
tails of how Canada’s public 
broadcaster would be dealing 
with a $225-million shortfall 
were released. 

“Terrible day. Terrible day,” 
said Andrew Cochran, manag¬ 
ing director, Maritimes, for 
CBC English Services. 

One week after learning 
the CBC in Nova Scotia was 
losing its network production 
studio in Halifax and a multi- 
million-dollar development 
project planned for Bell Road 

— all of which will eventually 
see 14 people be out of work 

— there was another tough 
pill to swallow Tuesday. 

Three job cuts are coming 
to the Hahfax newsroom of

the CBC — one VJ, one repor¬ 
ter and one videographer. The 
newsroom will also not be fill¬ 
ing a vacant managing-editor 
role, and three people will be 
out of work in network oper¬ 
ations. 

The other five job losses 
are a result of the cancel¬ 
lation of four programs all 
produced in Halifax. They are 
CBC Radio One’s All The Best 
and Close To Home, Radio 
Two’s Connections and TV’s 
At The Table. 

“We are the biggest region 
in the country and it didn’t 
come as a surprise that we 
would have to shoulder one 
of the biggest cuts in the 
country,” said Cochran, who 
was happy to see no job losses 
in Sydney, Charlottetown, 
Moncton, N.B., and Saint 
John, N.B. 

A decision on who will be 
losing their jobs hasn’t been 
made, he added.

Police 
charge 4 
inSackville 
shooting 

An 18-year-old Timberlea 
man has been charged 
with criminal negligence 
causing bodily harm in 
relation to a shooting 
last month in Lower 
Sackville, 

On March 30, a 
21-year-old man arrived 
at the Cobequid Com¬ 
munity Health Centre 
with a gunshot wound. 

Police believe the 
victim was shot inside a 
home on Manor Drive, 

He was later transferred 
to the QEll Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre where he 
continues to recover 
from surgery. 

On Tuesday, Halifax 
RCMP announced char¬ 
ges against four men 
relating to the shooting, 
including against the 
18-year-old, who police 
believe shot the victim 
accidentally. 

“The investigation 
revealed this was a case 
of a careless use of a 
firearm,” said Halifax 
RCMP spokeswoman Sgt, 
Tammy Lobb. 

In total, the 18-year- 
old is facing six 
weapons-related charges. 
A 21-year-old Timberlea 
man and 17-year-old 
Halifax man are up on 
five weapons-related of¬ 
fences, while a 19-year- 
old Upper Tantallon man 
is charged with obstruc¬ 
tion and public mischief. 

All four have been 
released and will appear 
in court next month,

More snares found 
in Shubie Park 


Popular. About 3,000

Two more snares were found 
in Shubie Park on Tuesday, 
raising concerns for dog 
owners. 

The first snare was dis¬ 
covered wrapped around a 
dog’s neck last weekend. A 
man walking his dog found 
the second snare l 3 dng in the 
middle of a path Tuesday mor¬ 
ning. Then a third, incomplete 


snare was found shortly after. 

Coun. Darren Fisher and 
Rodney Habib, owner of 
nearby pet store Planet Paws, 
found the wire tied to a droop¬ 
ing branch — right at head 
level for a medium-sized dog. 

“They had cut it and it 
looked like it was getting 
ready to be set up,” Fisher 
said. “This is the first sign 
we’ve seen of a good, solid 
anchor.” 

Habib, who posted photos 
of the snares on social media, 
said about 20 hunters called 
him Tuesday morning to say 
the snares look very amateur¬ 
ish. A hunter’s rabbit snare 
would have two loops and no 
release so it could capture and 
strangle the animal quickly. 

Habib said these snares 


look like a prank, but dog 
owners are worried. 

“Everyone is veiy con¬ 
cerned about what’s going on. 
Is this an attack on dogs?” he 
said, though he added that 
fear shouldn’t stop people 
from visiting the park. 

Instead, Habib is advising 
dog owners to be extra cau¬ 
tious and keep a close eye on 
their dogs in off-leash areas. 

“It could only take a 
second for their animal to get 
trapped and they turn around 
and maybe suffocate,” he said. 

The snares were reported 
to the province’s natural re¬ 
sources office in Waverley and 
officers are looking into it. 

A spokesperson for the de¬ 
partment said the season for 
snaring rabbits ended Feb. 29.

Ill and injured 
veterans to 
get more cash

Injured Canadian Forces 
personnel will receive more 
money and access to rehabili¬ 
tation training. Defence 
Minister Peter MacKay an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday in Hali¬ 
fax 

The Department of Na¬ 
tional Defence’s long-term 
disability program is get¬ 
ting another $113 milhon in 
funding, which will mean ill 
or injured veterans will get a 
minimum, pre-tax income of 
$40,000 a year. The boost is 
retroactive to Oct. 3. 

“We share this respon¬ 
sibility to support our ill 
and injured personnel who 
retire or who are medically 
released,” MacKay said dur¬ 
ing a press conference at CFB 
Halifax. 

It matches the levels of 
the Veterans Affairs Canada 


program. Some injured vet¬ 
erans will receive benefits up 
to the age of 65, while others 
will get them on a short-term 
basis before shifting to the 
earning-loss benefits plan if 
they opt to leave the forces. 

“Today’s announcement 
will ensure that the benefit 
paid out to our ill and in¬ 
jured veterans are consistent, 
regardless of which program 
they fall under,” MacKay said. 

It also means all ill and in¬ 
jured veterans will be able to 
use vocational rehabilitation 
training to start new careers 
after their service. He said 
the changes would let veter¬ 
ans focus on their recovery, 
not their financial situation. 

The changes increase the 
minimum gross monthly 
benefit to 75 per cent of the 
basic salary rate of a corporal. 

“We continue to enhance 
our greatest citizens, our 
men and women in uni¬ 
form,” MacKay said.

Jets to get a 
closer look 

Peter MacKay is promis¬ 
ing increased scrutiny of 
Canada’s plan to buy F-35 
fighter jets. 


“There will be much in¬ 
creased oversight, and much 
increased dialogue and dis¬ 
closure as we go forward,” 
the defence minister said in 
Hahfax Tuesday. 

He said Canada was not 
discussing bu 3 dng aircraft 
with any other manufactur¬ 


ers, but noted, “We’re look¬ 
ing at all the options.” 

MacKay has been under 
fire after auditor general 
Michael Ferguson revealed 
the cost of the jets would be 
closer to $25 billion, rather 
than the $ 15-billion figure 
promoted by the Harper 


government. 

MacKay said the different 
figures reflect different ways 
of counting. 

“It’s what you pay our 
current pilots, the gas that 
you put in the current fleet 
of CF-18S,” he said.

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Canadian submarine set 
to return to sea after refit 



Overdue trials. 

HMCS Windsor 
could be in Halifax 
waters sometime on 
Wednesday 


One of Canada’s four 
troubled submarines is 
scheduled to return to the 
water this week for the first 
time since 2007 to begin sea 
trials after undergoing a refit 
that was supposed to be fin¬ 
ished more than three years 
ago. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay says the Defence 
Department hopes to have 
HMCS Windsor in the water 
on Wednesday in Halifax. 

At a news conference in 
Halifax on Tuesday, MacKay 
said Windsor is the second 
submarine to begin sea trials 
this year after an extensive 
refit program. 

Initially scheduled to be 
completed by 2009, Wind¬ 
sor’s refit has taken almost 
five years. The submarine 


has been at sea for 332 days 
since arriving in Nova Scotia 
in October 2001. 

HMCS Victoria, based on 
the West Coast, was the first 
submarine to complete the 
refit and successfully test- 
fired torpedoes last month. 


MacKay said the Royal 
Canadian Navy is also ex¬ 
panding the number of sub¬ 
mariners it has to 330 from 
278 in the coming months. 

New training courses 
and personnel are meant to 
synchronize with the avail¬ 


ability of the submarines, 
MacKay said, with three of 
the boats scheduled to be in 
the water by 2013. 

“With three in the water 
in 2013, we should be able 
to meet our operational re¬ 
quirements,” he said. 


Windsor is one of four 
British submarines bought 
by the federal government 
in 1998 for $750 million. 
The fleet has seen little time 
in active service since they 
were purchased.

In addition to the planned 
refit, the submarines have 
been involved in accidents 
that have further delayed 
their operational use. 

During its voyage to 
Canada in 2004, HMCS 
Chicoutimi caught fire 
after seawater damaged the 
electrical system, killing 
one sailor and leaving the 
submarine inoperable, 

HMCS Victoria recently 
completed a three-year 
refit, including repairs to 
dents in the hull that pre¬ 
vented the ship from doing 
deep-sea dives. HMCS Cor¬ 
ner Brook struck the ocean 
floor off Vancouver Island 
during a training exercise 
in June of last year,

Dexter was responding to 
questions in the legislature 
on Tuesday about the effects 
of a 1.3 per cent cut to school 
boards in the spring budget.

and maintenance. 


• "Last year we were able 
to minimize the impact 
to the classroom, but this 
year we do not have that 
ability," she said. 


Dexter said funding is in 
place for libraiy services at 
the school board, adding the 
ehmination of the jobs is as im- 
acceptable to the government 
as it is to students and parents. 


“This is simply a game 
being played by that school 
board,” he told the legislature. 

“We are going to make sure 
that the kids who rely on the 
services, whether they are li¬ 
brarians or other services ... in 
that board are going to get the 
services they need.” 

Dexter later said the librar¬ 
ian cuts wouldn’t stand, but he 
wouldn’t say what the govern¬ 
ment would do imtil the board 
finalizes its decision. 

“We’re not going to make 
any decision about that until 
they make their decisions,” he 
said. “I am distressed to see the 
board ... making decisions that 
in my opinion are simply de¬ 
signed to tiy to embarrass the 
government.”

little Sidney Leslie Goodwin 
was laid to rest in Halifax’s 
Fairview Lawn Cemeteiy nearly 
a century before anyone knew 
who he was. 

The toddler’s body was 
plucked from the North Atlan¬ 
tic by crew members aboard 


the Mackay-Bennett, one of two 
cable ships tasked with recover¬ 
ing Titanic’s dead after the ship 
sank on April 15,1912. 

“When they brought in this 
small child, tiny child, with 
no life-jacket, they were very 
much moved,” says Alan Ruff- 
man, a Halifax author and re¬ 
searcher who ultimately helped 
find the child’s identity. 

“They resolved among 
themselves that if no one 
claimed this body, they would 
see that it got a decent burial.”

Days later, the boy’s remains 
were buried at the end of a row 
of Titanic victims, beneath a 


grey tombstone dedicated to an 
“unknown child.” 

In 2002, DNA technology 
and dental analysis concluded 
the exhumed remains were 
those of a 13-month-old Fin¬ 
nish boy named Eino Viljami 
Panula. 

Two years later, an Ontario 
family donated a pair of mot¬ 
tled brown shoes to a Halifax 
museum, claiming they be¬ 
longed to the boy. But the shoes 
were too large.

Accused of killing 77 , 
Breivik saw himself as 
crusader against Islam 


When Anders Behring Brei¬ 
vik goes on trial next week, 
both the prosecution and the 
defence will say he killed 77 
people in a bomb and shoot¬ 
ing massacre that jolted the 
world’s image of terrorism. 

The only question now is 
whether the self-styled anti- 
Muslim militant was sane 
when he did it — and after a 
new psychiatric assessment 
Tuesday, even that may no 
longer be in dispute. 

“Our conclusion is that 
he (was) not psychotic at the 
time of the actions of terror¬ 
ism and he is not psychotic 
now,” Terje Toerrissen, one of 
the psychiatrists who exam¬ 
ined Breivik in prison, told 
The Associated Press.

lican primary on April 24, 
launched a tenacious cam¬ 
paign against the Mormon 
millionaire to become his No. 
1 threat in the race. 

The former Pennsylvania 
senator’s departure from 
the race all but assures Rom¬ 
ney will get the nomination. 
Santorum was the only can¬ 
didate who stood a chance 
of preventing Romney from 
amassing the 1,144 delegates 
needed to seal the nomina¬ 
tion before the Republican 
convention in August. 

Romney praised Santorum 
in a statement, calling him 
an “able and worthy competi¬ 
tor” and an “important voice” 
in the party.

Syrian troops defied a UN- 
brokered ceasefire plan 
Tuesday, launching fresh 
attacks on rebellious areas.

John Edwards, former U.S. 
senator and two-time Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candi¬ 
date, is making the biggest 
courtroom gamble of his life 
— that a jury will clear him 
of alleged campaign finance 
violations and keep him from 
being sent to prison. 

Jury selection for Edwards’ 
criminal trial is set to begin 
Thursday in the Middle District 
of North Carolina. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Catherine C. Eagles, who was 
appointed in 2010 by President 
Barack Obama, will preside. She 
said she expects the proceed¬ 
ings to last about six weeks. 

Edwards, who declined an 
interview request through his 
lawyers, was indicted by a feder¬ 
al grand jury last year on six fel¬ 
ony and misdemeanour counts 
related to nearly $1 million 
secretly provided by wealthy 
campaign donors to help hide 
his pregnant mistress, Rielle 
Himter, as he sought the White 
House in 2008. 

If convicted, he faces a 
maximum penalty of 30 years

Journalists allegedly involved with shady private detective 



The names of three dozen 
British journalists allegedly 
involved with a shady private 
investigator were leaked Tues¬ 
day to the Internet, posing 
another potential embarrass¬ 
ment for the U.K.’s scandal- 
tarred media. 

Paul Staines, who blogs 
under the name Guido 
Fawkes, published what he 
said were more than 1,000 re¬ 
corded transactions between 
staffers at Rupert Murdoch’s 
British papers and freelance 


detective Steve Whittamore, 
who was convicted of trading 
in illegally obtained informa¬ 
tion. 

In a blog post, Staines 
said he wanted to expose the 
“industrial-scale criminality” 
perpetrated by Britain’s press, 
accusing newspaper compan¬ 
ies of refusing to name names 
because they “do not wish to 
report their own crimes.” 

Whittamore worked with 
hundreds of reporters, bend¬ 
ing or breaking the law to 


keep his clients supplied with 
unlisted numbers, vehicle 
registration records and other 
confidential information. 
Whittamore was convicted in 
2005, but did not go to prison 
and none of the journalists 
who were named in his files 
were ever punished. 

Interest in Whittamore and 
his associates has been revived 
by Britain’s phone hacking 
scandal, which erupted last 
year after it emerged that 
Murdoch’s News of the World 


tabloid routinely hacked into 
the phones of celebrities and 
others in the news and bribed 
officials to win scoops. 

The hacking scandal has 
rocked Britain’s establish¬ 
ment, leading to a slew of ar¬ 
rests, lawsuits, settlements 
and high-profile resignations. 
Murdoch has since closed 
News of the World and a judge- 
led inquiry could yet propose 
sweeping changes to the way 
Britain’s press is regulated.

“Each food tries to over¬ 
come eating problems that 
can crop up in space,” says 
Fegen. 

“For example, we recom¬ 
mend serving a very strong 
cheese that has a powerful 
taste, as in space you lose 
your normal sense of smell.” 

Eighty-five to 90 per cent 
of taste is controlled by your 
olfactory organs and at zero- 
gravity molecules in the air 


don’t spread out in the same 
way. 

“Other favourites include 
an 3 fthing doused with chili 
and garlic.” 

As refrigerators use a lot 
of electrical power, they are a 
no-no in space. Instead, food 
is irradiated, dehydrated or 
freeze-dried for preservation. 

“The good thing is that 
most dishes on Earth can be 
prepared into ‘flight-ready’ 


meals,” NASA food scientist 
Michele Perchonok tells Met¬ 
ro. 

“Unfortunately, having 
pizza in space is impossible, 
as each component — wheat, 
sauce and cheese — requires 
at least partial gravity to pre¬ 
pare.” 

So, in space, while you sac¬ 
rifice some foods, you can try 
new ones. 

Spirulina, a green algae 
that is rich in protein and B 
vitamins, is touted as a future 
space crop by the European 
Space Agency’s project MEL- 
iSSA, which researches grow¬ 
ing food in potential lunar 
bases on Mars. 

But as Fegen describes, 
“It’s what I call an algal 
slime that tastes like a dirty 
fish tank.” 



Not over the moon for stinky cheese 


I paid Robin Fegen a visit to 
try out his homemade space 
food. 

First on the sampling 
menu is spirulina, that 
brownish-greenish algae 
that’s packed with protein 
and B vitamins. 

I got around that nasty 
“dirty, fish-tank” taste by 
eating it in a thick goo of 
chocolate. 

The cocoa was over¬ 
whelming, while the spiru¬ 


lina gave a bit of a tingle on 
the tongue. 

With gusto, I tried the 
algae on its own — more 
tingling, but this messy 
powder-like algae leaves a 
stench only a fisherman can 
love. 

Next on the menu was 
chili “caviar.” 

No doubt inspired by the 
Russian space-trekking aris¬ 
tocracy, this dish has all the 
texture and complexion of 


real caviar — only it’s made 
out of some brown algae 
and is hot ’n’ spicy. 

Just like caviar, expect 
that surprise bursting- 
bubble sensation on your 
tongue, and then a power¬ 
ful pow of pepper striking 
your taste buds. I would still 
prefer to sneak on some 
ketchup. 

Curiously, I noted that 
U.S. astronauts have the 
hots for chili, while Russian 


cosmonauts prefer lashings 
of garlic. 

The stronger the flavour, 
the more likely you’ll taste 
it, say space foodies. 

Well, I can’t say I agree 
with that extra-strong Stil¬ 
ton cheese. 

If you like eating un¬ 
washed socks, tuck in. I’ll 
stick to the spirulina, thank 
you.

A Q&A with NASA food-sdentist 
Michele Perchonok. 

When you’re up in space, 
are you stuck with the same 
food a lithe time? 

Not at all. Right now we prepare 
over 180 food types; we can feed 
a crew with three mealsa dayfor 
eight to lO days without 
repeating the same meal twice. 

So what type of food do 
NASA’s astronauts eat? 

Basically any food can be eaten 
upthere, buttheyneedto be 
processed so that they're not 
easily spoiled and can be eaten 
at zero-gravity. Contrary to 
what people may think, 
astronauts don't really eat 
pureed, condensed foods 
straight from a tube. The Apollo 
crew did, but they were only in 
flight for a few days. When 
you're up in space on longer 
missions, you have to have more 
acceptable meals. There is also a 
lot of psychology involved in 
eating there — many astronauts 
seek "comfort food" like 
macaroni and cheese that they 
might not normally eat on Earth. 

You pick the foods astronauts get 
to eat. Do they have a say in it? 

In fact, they do — after each 
mission, a crew memberis 
debriefed and they can suggest 
what new foods they can eat. 
After enough requests from 
crew members, we added 
vegetarian chili and Caribbean 
jerk chicken to our menu.

Big budget cuts at the CBC are 
putting “eveiything” on the 
chopping block — including 
hit shows Repubhc of Doyle 
and Heartland, programming 
boss Kirstine Stewart said Tues¬ 
day, as the public broadcaster 
axed CBC News Network’s Con¬ 
nect with Mark Kelley and CBC 
Radio’s Dispatches. 

Tough decisions about 
how to manage a $225-niillion 
shortfall will include shaving 
six existing or planned shows 
from the public broadcaster’s 
TV lineup, said Stewart, execu¬ 
tive vice-president of CBC’s 
English Services. 

“We are making those deci¬ 
sions next week and we’ve got 
some pretty strong criteria to 


make those decisions,” Stewart 
said after CBC staff were briefed 
on job and program cuts in an 
internal meeting. 

“But in the end, what we’re 
trying to do is protect the pro¬ 
gramming that Canadians 
seem to b^e most interested in 
and it will really narrow down 
the variety of programming 
that we’ve been able to give 
Canadians over the last few 
years.” 

Staff learned Tuesday that 
CBC TV’s programming and 
news departments will bear 
the brunt of punishing cuts 
planned over the next three 
years. They include shuttered 
news bmeaus in Africa and 
South America as well the ehm- 
ination of 88 news jobs. 

“It’s not a good day for 
CBC,” said Marc-Philippe Lau- 
rin, president of the Canadian 
Media Guild’s CBC branch. 
“Canadians are really going 
to see a difference on the TV 
screen and hear a difference 
on CBC Radio.”

Canadians yet to 
act on debt despite 
intentions: Reports 

More Canadians acknowledge 
they may be reaching the 
upper limits on borrowing but 
they have yet to act on it, two 
new reports suggest. 

A survey released Tuesday 
by accounting firm PwC 
found that 63 per cent of 
respondents said they wanted 
to decrease their debt levels 
over the next year — up 4.5 


per cent from a year earlier — 
and many indicated they were 
ready to cut back on discre- 
tionaiy spending. 

But in a separate report 
based on actual spending 
patterns, Moneris Solutions 
found that consumers had yet 
to act on their intentions. 

The fresh data showed 
that consumer-credit and 
debit-card spending in Canada 
continued to grow. For the 
first three months of 2012, 
spending was up 5.34 per cent 
and it appeared to be climb¬ 
ing, with spending in March 
up 6.76 per cent. 

The data did not include 


financing for homes, however, 
the largest part of household 
debt. 

The seemingly contra¬ 
dictory findings suggest 
Canadians have made the 
intellectual leap on spending, 
but have yet to feel the pinch 
of debt payments in their 
pocketbooks. 

That is borne out by 
another finding in the PwC 
survey — Canadians may say 
they want to cut back, but 
two-thirds of respondents also 
said they were comfortable 
with their current debt level 
and fairly secure in their jobs.

Very Bad Idea Department: 

James McCartney, son of Paul 
the Beatle, was caught musing 
out loud the other day about 
forming a band composed ex¬ 
clusively of the sons of former 
Beatles: himself, Sean Lennon 
(John), Dhani Harrison (George) 
and Zak Starkey (Ringo). 

James, cruelly described by 
the Telegraph as a “plumper, 
sadder, balder” version of his 
famous dad, told the BBC he 
fantasizes about being better 
than the Beatles. At 34, he 
better hurry. In fact, the whole 
(potential) act is in danger of 
geezering out before it gets 
started. 

Sean Lennon is 36, Dhani 
Harrison is 33, and reluctant 
Beatle 2.0 Zak Starkey is 46. 

No wonder he’s reluctant. At 
his age you like to be in bed by 
10, which is not a rock-’n’-roll 
time zone. Zak is in danger of 
engendering Beatles 3.0: The 
Grand-Kids Are All Right. 

There are a host of Beatle 
larvae waiting in the wings 
if these four don’t want to 
play nice together, but they’re 
equally venerable. Julian Len¬ 
non is 49 and plays in a band 
called AARP (just kidding) and 
Jason Starkey is a slightly more 
sprightly 44. 

The interesting thing is that 
all these old guys are musi¬ 
cians. Less interesting, perhaps, 
is that, all together, their 
records have sold fewer copies 
than any of the other No. 1 hits 
generated by their Fab Fathers 
in their glory days. 

Lest we forget, an album 
called 1, which is a compilation 
of all 27 of the Beatles’ No. 1 
hits, released in 2000, is still 
the biggest-selling album of 
the 21st century, with 31 mil¬ 
lion copies sold by the end of 
2009. The Beatles are the only 
group to have the best-selling 
record in two decades: Sergeant 
Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Glub 
Band dominated the ’60s and 1 
dominated the 2000s. 

Into this epic tale wanders 
the warmed-over DNA of the 
next generation. So far, without 
much distinction. The most 
remarkable thing about their 
collective genius is a knack 
for weird band names, such as: thenewno2s. Ghost of a Sabre 
Tooth Tiger, Musty Jack Sponge and, my personal favourite, the 
Exploding Nudists. Nope. Never heard of any of them either. 

One or two of the 2.0 Beatles have enjoyed individual suc¬ 
cess: Zak Starkey has been a drummer for the Who and Oasis, 
which can be viewed as the most successful Beatles tribute 
band to date. Sean and Julian Lennon had their moments, but 
none of those moments holds a candle to Imagine. 

If the boys weren’t British, this could be a Greek tragedy in 
which the sons are crushed by the m34:hic reputations of their 
fathers. But it’s hard to feel sorry for the heirs of men who sold 
more than a billion records. 

Even if they sing out of tune, they’ll get by with a little help 
from their dads.

Alternatively, dough can be 
frozen for up to three months 
and thawed in the fridge before 
rolling.

The Halifax Mooseheads 
have no problem getting 
leads. But it’s their inability 
to make any stick that has 
their season on the ropes. 

The Mooseheads let 
a 3-1 second-period lead 
evaporate in a matter of 94 
demoralizing seconds on 
Tuesday night at the Metro 
Centre and ended up losing 
5-3 to the Quebec Remparts. 
It leaves them behind 3-0 
in the QMJHL best-of-seven 
quarter-final and facing 
elimination on home ice on 
Wednesday night. 

Michael McNamee’s hat- 
trick goal at 7:32 of the 
third period clinched it for 
the Remparts, who added 


an empty-netter in the final 
minute. 

“It’s pretty disappointing 
— again, we had the lead, 
gave it away, and we’ve got 
to stop letting them in the 
game,” said Mooseheads 
captain Cameron Critchlow.

It’s our 
own fault.” 

The Remparts still 
haven’t led a game going 
into the third period and 
have only played with the 
lead for approximately 30 
minutes through more than 
186 minutes of action in the 
series. 

“We’ve been resili¬ 
ent and we’re a confident 
group,” said Remparts head 
coach Patrick Roy.

It’s said that portion control 
is an essential part of any suc¬ 
cessful weight-loss program.

Auto lighting: 
More than just 
pretty colours

Light and colour can be 
powerful forces, affecting 
our eyes and even our moods 
and perception. That can be 
very important when you’re 
driving so automakers de¬ 
sign their interior lighting 
to reduce eye strain, draw 
your attention to important 
information and make the 
vehicle soothing and com¬ 
fortable. 

“We look at how people 
interact with colours,” says 
Mahendra Dassanayake, 
technical leader in opto¬ 
electronics for Ford Motor 
Company. 

“Lights, graphics and dis¬ 
plays are critical to drivers 
[and] we need to make sure 
that the information is pre¬ 
sented to the customer in an 
effective way.” 

On the upcoming re¬ 
designed Ford Fusion, driv¬ 
ers will be able to select the 
car’s ambient lighting from 


Did you know?

a choice of ice blue, blue, 
purple, orange, red, white 
or green. The company says 
that ice-blue lighting is a 
particularly strong choice, 
since it can help keep occu¬ 
pants more alert, and makes 
it easier for drivers to notice 
other information the car 
is providing. Green relaxes 
people, who breathe slowly 
and deeply in its presence. 
Orange is described as “out¬ 
going and optimistic,” while 
red evokes strong emotions 
and gets your attention 
right away. 

Messages communicated 
via the instrument cluster 


are colour-coded as well. 

“These are red, amber or 
green, depending on how 
critical the information is,” 
Dassanayake says. Just as 
a traffic signals use these 
three colours to indicate 
stop, caution or move ahead, 
the car’s warning lights 
are coded similarly. A mild 
warning such as a reminder 
from the tire pressure mon¬ 
itoring system would war¬ 
rant an amber light, while 
an urgent one, such as low 
oil pressure, flashes red to 
immediately grab the driv¬ 
er’s attention. 

The company also uses 
colour-coding on its MyFord 
Touch system, an in-dash 
touch-screen that accesses 
the vehicle’s climate, en¬ 
tertainment, telephone and 
navigation systems. With a 
different colour dedicated to 
each of the four areas, the 
driver can potentially find 
a specific function faster 
than reading each heading, 
which means less time look¬ 
ing away from the road. 

Automotive lighting will 
continue to evolve as new 
engineering and technolo¬ 
gies are developed, Das¬ 
sanayake says. And the field 
is wide open: other than 
grey or brown, there are no 
colours that aren’t open to 
consideration.

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Electric luxury coming down the wire

New York is one city that likes 
its electricity, especially in 
and around Times Square. It’s 
also a city that prides itself as 
a purveyor of various luxury 
items, like $100 lunches and 
$35 per hour parking spots. 

So this week’s New York 
International Auto Show isn’t 
a bad venue at all, for the 
world debut of the Infiniti LE 
Concept. When it shows up in 
production form, sometime 
within the next two years, 
the Infiniti LE will be the first 
full-electric vehicle from a 
major luxury brand. 

With a few notable ex¬ 
ceptions, production electric 
cars have so far been smaller, 
“hatchback” designs, which 
also wear their electric-ness 
on their sleeves. That’s what 
makes this Infiniti concept, 
purported to be about 80 per 
cent true to its production- 
ready form, such an inter¬ 
esting development. Early 


adopters and green enthusi¬ 
asts might be willing to take a 
few hits for the team, but will 
the luxury consumer? 

If it doesn’t cut it as a 
luxury car, it won’t matter 
whether it’s powered by elec¬ 
tricity, petroleum, or lino¬ 
leum. 

Infiniti is confident it can 
make electricity work for 
that luxury buyer. Big range 
and big speeds require big 
batteries, which in turn are 
heavy and need long charging 
times. 

Heavy is not good for 
handling and performance. 
Long charging times are not 
good for A-type personalities 
with places to go and people 
to see. Infiniti says the LE 
will crack this conundrum 
with lightweight structures 
(aluminum panels), super 
aerodynamics (coefficient of 
drag of 0.25), high-tech bat¬ 
teries (Lithium-ion), and two 
charging systems (plug in and 
wireless). 

If all goes according to 
plan, the LE will be the first 
production vehicle with a 
built-in wireless charging 
system. Wireless charging via 
“inductive” energy flow has 
been around for decades. A 
lot of people have inductive 
stoves. One energy coil is con¬ 



nected to an energy source. It 
creates a magnetic field that 
excites electrical current in a 
second coil. In the LE’s case, 
a coil is located at the rear of 
the car, and the other coil, 
the one connected to a power 
source, could be safely en¬ 
cased on the garage floor. 

But inductive systems are 
usually only 80 per cent as 
efficient in transferring elec¬ 
tricity as the normal, with-a- 
plug way. 

“Less efficiency, yes. 


but tons of convenience,” 
counters Andy Palmer, a Nis¬ 
san vice-president with a lot 
on his plate, including global 
operations of Infiniti. 

He’s got a point. Just 
roll into your garage, and if 
you’ve bookmarked the park¬ 
ing place in the GPS, the In¬ 
finiti is ready to “self park” 
precisely over the charging 
spot, with a feature called 
Intelligent Park Assist. But 
Palmer is most proud of the 
concept’s sleek bodylines. He 


noted it was extremely diffi¬ 
cult to achieve those precise, 
sharp lines in the aluminum 
body panels. Three times they 
started again, to make sure 
this all-electric car was all In¬ 
finiti and all luxury. 

Of all the automakers, 
Nissan-Renault has placed 
the biggest bet on electric 
vehicles. 

The partners have gone 
on record sa 3 dng they intend 
to sell 1.5 million electric 
vehicles by 2016. 


2016 is the year when 
automakers have to achieve 
very low emission standards, 
so low that many wonder how 
automakers can meet them 
with the current technology. 
Nissan-Renault has decided 
they’ll do it by having a lot of 
zero-emission electric cars in 
the mix. 

If they keep at least some 
of them as good looking as 
the LE Concept, it certainly 
wouldn’t hinder that strat¬ 
egy’s success.
